J^T the August meeting of tho 
Board of Governors. Sir 
Arthur .Currle recommended that 
tho appropriation for the School 
for Social Workers should be' 
discontinued and the recom- » 
mendatlon was. unanimously ac- 
cepted. It was felt that in the 
present financial condition of the 
University, funds could no longer 
be diverted to this School, and 
that tho University should con- 
centrai its attention on Us 
primary functions Instead of dis- 
sipating Us resources over a wide 
area. Although no more applica- 
tions can be received this fall- the 
tuition will bo continued to per- 
mit students in their second year 
to completo the, courso and ob- 
tain their diplbmat. The Arts 
Survey Committee concurred in 
recommending -fills policy.

An interesting description of the 
Anglo-American Historical Conven- 
tion was given by. Professor "W. T. 
Wstùgh, head of the department of 
History in an interview yesterday 
afternoon. The convention "was held 
In London and was the third quin- 
quennial gathering of Its kind. 

"Owing probably to the economic 
depression," stated Prof. "Waugh, "tho 
number of delegates from the United 
States and Canada was not as largo 
as .formerly but nevertheless several 
prominent men from both countries 
were present." Canadian representa- 
tives Included Professor "Waugh, Pro- 
fessor Duncan MacArthur of Queens, 
Professor Chester Newell of Mac- 
Master, and Dr. BIggar of the Can- 
adian Archives, 

' Quinquennial Meeting 
The conference is a gathering of 
teachers and. writers of history which 
is held every five years at the Insti- 
tute of Historical Research in Eon- 
don'. The suggestion . was made' at 
this session that the noxt meeting bo 
held in America- but nothing definite 
has been decided. 

The conference was opened by 
Prime Mlnlstor Ramsay MacDonald 
of Great Britain who, said Professor 
"Waugh, "Found time in the midst of 
tho crisis caused by tho threatened 
collapse of Germany to deliver a 
most delightful address on 'The In- 
torest of History for tho Practical 
Politician' ". 

Soveral general meetings of the 
Conference wore held, one of the 
most Interesting papers being read by 
Mr. Phillip Guedalla, the weH known 
historian and biographer who spoke 
on "Modern Biography'.'. 'A^llyoly -and 
witty di.scusslon followed.

Tho conference, then broke up into, 
sections— the Middle Ages, Nineteenth 
Century .etc.,, ono of the most; Impor- 
tant of; which, wjia the section on Im- 
porjaband Colonial History.

Canal Commission 
Appoints Doctor 
otepnen Leacock 

JT was . announced recently thât Dr. 

Stephen Leacock and two others 
have been named members of a new 
Chlgnccto Canal Commission. Such a 
canal would shorten the Journey from 
St. John, N.B. to Montreal by 600 
miles, would bring the West Indian 
and Ports south two days nearer 
Montreal and Quebec. It would short- 
en by 450 miles the water route by 
which products from Prince Edward 
Island and northern Now Brunswig* 
are brought to markets In eastern 
America. 

A report will be made to the 
Government on all aspects of tho 
proposal to connect the straits of 
Northumberland and the Bay of 
Fundy by an 18-mile long canal 
across the Isthmus of Chlgnccto.

Architectural Traditions Of 
Province Subject Of 
Address 

DESCRIBES EDD7ICES 

Mr. Neilson Guest Speaker 
During Provincial Hour 
Last Night 

At the invitation of tho provincial 
government, Mr. Gordon A. Neilson, 
demonstrator in the School of Arch! 
tecture, gave a fifteen minute talk 
over Station CKAC during the Pro 
vincial Hour. The subject of the ad 
dress was the old Habitant buildings 
In the province of Quebec. 

Mr. Neilson told of how French 
Canadian architecture " had begun al- 
most as soon as tho" first colonists had 
set foot In tho now land. Indeed, so 
prolific were their efforts that at oho 
time the governor of Now Franco had 
to forbid tho beginning of . new build- 
ings until a good . quota '• of thé old 
ones were finished. A count taken in 
the year '1660. showed that ?a great 
number of men were . employed In 
crafts directly concerned with archi- 
tecture, such as that.ôf stone' masonry.

Classes . 

These old' houses, said Mr. Neilson,. 
fall Into -.three classes: — City - houses, 
in Quebec and Montreal, " the farm 
houses, in tho Montreal district, and 
the farm houses In the Quebec dis- 
trict. The speaker 'then gave a de- 
tailed description of these three types 
of houses. The city type, he declared, 
had beon fairly common until quite 

down In stv^et^wldenlng oper- 
ations and other civic alteratldns. 
These houses could have, stood for' 
centuries . and their destruction was 
an irreparable loss,..-, . ;

A story has even been built up around 
the attachment of journalists to certain 
word combinations, such as "witching 
hour", "foregone conclusion" and others as 
well known. ' None other that the great 0.' 
Henry himself, an experiencéd newspaper- 
man wag responsible for the story of "Cal- 
loway's Code". The code in question per- 
petuates this practice of using certain 
series of words together, which by con- 
stant use have almost become one word. 

Possibly the literary and conversa- 
tional world would be unable to continue 
in its usual smoothly-worn grooves if these 
grooves were not' properly lubricated by 
phrases, and expressions which are as much 
a part of one's .mental constitution, as the 
brain, itself.

glamour of Journaliém must be 'ir

glvén somé' touch of color and inspira 
tlon. To this last an Informal and 
active Journalistic club will largely 
conducé. More space - ought .. to 
be available for . purély ' literary 
work. A humor magazine, ' cheaply 
printed and in- good student' tàsté, 
would fill a need and furnish a field 
Of effort . for budding wlta, and poasl- 
•bjy save our dry -pioneer Canadian 
humor,' salt with the irony of things, 
from, beiiig swamped in Americanis- 
ed urbàn lite. The- evolution the 
Literary Supplément Into a magasine, 
Its logical end, would furnish an or- 
gan for the cutivatldn arid criticism 
of literary production.

Professor Murray And Dr. 
Fred Smith Are New 
Appointments 

The students In the. faculty 'of 
maricine were the first to settle down 
to the work of the academic year at 
McGill Uuniv.rslty. Out of 800 appli 
cants for, admission Bllghtly over 100 
were accepted for first year class 
Practically alT those accepted have 
B.A. degrees In- conformity with the 
raising of the standard of the medi 
cal faculty. The students come from 
all parts of Canada and thcro are 
more from California than from any 
other state In the Union. 

'Among the changes mado during 
the past summer Is the reconstruc- 
tion of the laboratory of bacteriology 
under tho direction of Professor Mur- 
ray, the recently appointed director 
of bacteriology who comes from 
Cambridge. There are now better 
facilities provited. for teaching as 
well as additional space for research. 
Apropos of research activities, a new 
lecturer. Dr. Fred,. .Smith has been 
appointed. Dr, Smith was originally 
from England but has been working 
during, recent years In the Rocke- 
feller Institute, New. York. 

Among the investigations being 
made are those çonôerned with the 
treatment of infantile paralysis, and 
already a number .of Interesting re- 
sults have been obtained. An added 
stimulus has been given to thfs 
branch of research by the generous 
donation of Mrs. Blanche ' Hutchin- 
son.

Students Select Own Savants 
After Trial at Berlin University

"How. would you like to spend" six 
weeks selecting the professors you 
wish to study under for the quarter?" 
This Is what is practiced at the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, according to Her- 
bert H. LInd '24, and former student 
of that university. 

"The students are given six weeks 
in whlelj to select tho professors they 
-wish to matrlculato under before tho 
semester officially begins in Novem- 
ber," said Mr. Llnd. "Each student 
takes his matriculation book around 
to each instructor for him to sign 
after ho has decided that ho wishes 
to study under a certa.!n one." 

He declared that the University of 
Berlin is under direct control of the 
German government. The Minister of 
Education acts in a somewhat simi- 
lar capacity as the registrar at Ohio 
State, by receiving and examining 
your credits from other schools. Mr. 
LInd said that the University of Ber- 
lin gives doctor's degrees only. 



"I was required to take a compre- 
hensive examination In German upon 
my entrance Into the university; after 
which. I wa/ compelled to take an 
exam that covered the major part of 
my work at Ohio State." 

He said that a very peculiar thing 
about the tuition was that It is lower 
than that of Ohio State, and the fee 
Included accident and health insur- 
ance, hospital and- surgical services 
along with one dollar which goes to 
a student loan fund. Each student is 
given reduced rates on street cars, 
trains, and to theaters. . 

"The" "Studentonverelne," he said, 
"corresponds to our fraternities, and 
is generally called a drinking society 
ny. Each member wears his 



own fraternity colors and cap, along 
with a specially designed college uni- 
form. ^Although duels have been de- 
clared, illegal In Germany, the college 
boys still hold them, and are proud 
to have a couple of scars on their 
face."
